Day, 1907, to award Posthumously an Appreciation Certificate to the under¬ 
mentioned officer of the Collectorate of Central Excise, Bombay, for exceptionally 
meritorious service rendered when undertaking a task even at the risk of his life:— 

Name of the officer and rank'. 

Late Shri Jayant Sitaram Patole, Inspector of Central Excise. 

Statement of services for which the Certificate is awarded : 

On 24th February, 1967, Shri Patole, Inspector, Flying Squad, Shriwardhan, 
received information that a person had landed from Kutehi-Kotia Vessel carrying 
contraband from Dubai near Shriwardhan and was making arrangements for 
transhipment of goods and for this purpose was proceeding by the State Transport 
Bus to Bombay. Shri Patole, along with the staff, rushed to the State Transport 
Bus stop, detained one person named Ahmed Siddique and seized some documents 
from him. Shri Patole conveyed this information telegraphically to his senior 
officers and sought assistance. In the meantime, on receiving further information 
that some persona from the vessel would land in search of Ahmed Siddique, he, 
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with a view to keeping a watch over these persons, formed two groups_one led 

by himself at Pir and Ihe other el the Custom House near the Jetty. The latter 
party was to be ready to ruvh to the snot immediately after celling a signal from 
him and intercept the suspected ves-- -h Accordingly, Shri Patnle with his party 
proceeded 1o Fail Maskit P : r Dnrffa Shriwardhan. on the night of ?5th Pebrtnrv 
1 FR7. wh'le the other party kept witch over the sea shots at a distance of about 
three miles. 

In the early hours of Sfith Februom 1 1 7f-7 Shri Pal.ole and his party saw four 
persons arriving at Perea and + her-eipr.ri ao chnHenced Ih'm apd apprehended two 
persons while the other two ran py.w, Shri I 3 .dole imnu'dietely vjri a'ter them, 
followed bv the Suh-Insncrlor Shri P - 'd 1 ;mi (who was m some distance hohiuri 
him 1, overtook them jp fho admiring icing 11 " and had a ''cuPd■" with them. One of 
the smugglers thereupon opened fir.? ?nd Shri Palele loo reUl'Ted the fire with 
his revolver. Finally, ore of the cmnerrlevs shot, him in the ehdomen iniunng him 
seriously. The two smug elms ran awa.y vrPh his .330 revolver and Shri Pntole was 
rushed to the hospital. All efforts were made to save hi.: v-dushlc life but to no 
avail, and Shri Patole unfortunately died on 3rd March 1937. In this operation, 
the late Shri Patole d'snlnved a keep sense of resourcefulness and conspicuous 
bravery of a very high order. He performed his duty even at the risk of his life.
